THE chair of the town improve¬ 
ments committee for Ramsgate 
Town Council has apologised to 
residents after revealing he will 
have just £3,500 to spend on the 
town this year. 

This week Gerry O’Donnell called on the 
council to invest more in the town. 

He said: “We are taking £22 per year off 
every ratepayer, and what are we giving them 
back? We should be ashamed. I blame myself 
for not being stronger, I’m disappointed but 
what can you do if the vote goes against you?” 

In a meeting on Wednesday, January 5, the 
council agreed a total budget of £283,400 for 
2011/12, an increase of just under £2 on the 
council tax bill for band D property residents 
in Ramsgate. 

The Town Improvements budget pays for 
street furniture such as notice boards, flowers, 
benches and lights in the parish. 

Mr O’Donnell said: “I was looking for afford¬ 
able ideas to make a real difference, but my 
ideas have been voted down. If we’re trying to 
target tourism, we need to tart the town up. 
It’s worth paying to have the town cleaned up, 
tidied up and smartened up.” 

Separate funding has been set aside for new 
Christmas lighting after a poor display this 
year. 

David Green, mayor of Ramsgate and coun¬ 
cil leader, denied the council wasn’t doing 
enough. He said: “Cllr O’Donnell is being a bit 
disingenuous. He didn’t put in any bids for

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Flu levels start to peak 
as vaccinations run low

HIGH levels of seasonal flu 
have decimated vaccination 
stocks in the South East, 
but latest figures show 
fewer people in critical care 
beds. 

As of Thursday, January 13, 36 
patients were in critical care beds, 
accounting for almost 18 per cent of 
all critical cases. 

This time last week there were 51 
serious cases. 

Swine flu, Influenza A or H1N1, 
remains the most common strain, 
accounting for 95 of the 112 reported 
flu deaths across the UK. 

Local supplies of seasonal flu vacci¬ 
nation are running low and GPs are 
being asked to share their supplies 
with neighbouring practices. 

Those patients eligible for the sea¬ 
sonal flu jab could now be offered last 
year’s specialised swine flu vaccines 
instead. 

A spokesperson for NHS South 
East Coast said: “NHS South East 
Coast is aware that some supplies of 
flu vaccine are running low, and we 
are working with the local NHS to 
make sure any surplus vaccine is 
moved to where it’s needed.” 

Rachael Cousins, practice manager 
for Bethesda Medical Centre in 
Margate, said: “There have been 
some shortages in the area, but we 
still have a supply and have been 
putting on extra clinics.” 

Ms Cousins believes concerns over 
the safety of the swine flu vaccina¬ 
tion may have put people off. 

She said: “Uptake hasn’t been as 
high earlier in the year because 
swine flu is now included in the vac¬ 
cination. Now, as more cases are 
reported, we are seeing a late surge 
in demand.” 

The seasonal flu outbreak has put 
a strain on stretched hospital 


resources, leading to some surgeries 
being postponed or cancelled. 

An NHS spokesperson said: “This 
is not out of the ordinary and hap¬ 
pens at other times to balance 
demand and supply. Patients will be 
rebooked as soon as possible.” 

The government launched its 
Catch it, Bin it, Kill it public informa¬ 
tion campaign on January 1. 

NHS officials hope the worst of the 
outbreak may soon be over. 

John Watson, head of the respirato¬ 
ry diseases department at the Health 
Protection Agency, said: “Our latest 
flu report suggests levels of people 
seeing their doctor for flu-like illness 


are peaking. 

“We cannot say at present whether 
this is actually the peak, but we will 
have a better idea of the likely trend 
in the next couple of weeks.” 

Mr Watson advises flu sufferers to 
consider the severity of their symp¬ 
toms. He said: “Most people with flu 
can ‘self care’, by taking plenty of 
rest, drinking lots of fluids and tak¬ 
ing over-the-counter pain relievers 
such as paracetamol. 

“But anyone displaying severe 
symptoms, particularly those in vul¬ 
nerable groups, should contact their 
GP or local out-of-hours service for 
medical advice.”

Nachos, and euphoric drum and bass

Ms Cousins 
said: “We en¬ 
sured that all 
of the artists 
performing at 
the events 
are of a simi¬ 
lar age to that 
of our target 
audience.

for the event on Friday are between 
17 and 22. 

“We believe this will highlight the 


option of the creative arts as a study 
or career choice for young people who 
may not be certain where their 
future lies.” 

With the help of funding from 
UnLtd, an entrepreneurship charity, 
she hopes the youths that attend the 
event will be able to get involved in 
future performances. 

She said: “We hope that by giving

ONE of the two trained

“The dogs had worked hard all 
morning and I left them in the car to 
have a rest, a decision I regret,” said 
the 71-year-old, from Cliftonville, 
speaking before Willow was found. 

‘When I returned to the car and 
saw the boot open and the dogs gone 
I felt heartsick. Those two dogs have 
been my left and right hand. 

“I am worried about how they are 
being treated. Gundogs have special 
diets and special commands. No-one, 
without exception, will be able to 
work those dogs except me, because 
you train them just to work with you. 

“They have both been spayed, so 
they can’t be used for breeding, 
either. 

“I also want to alert other dog own¬ 
ers to the fact that dog thieves are 
operating in the area. My main con¬ 
cern is that this doesn’t happen to 
someone else. I would hate anyone 
else to have to go through what I’m 
going through.” 

Det Ch Insp Susie Harper appealed 
for anyone who was in the Ospringe 
area to think back and remember if 
they had seen anyone acting suspi¬ 
ciously on the day of the theft. 

She said: “We know that a local 
woman was out on her horse at about 
3.15pm and saw a man on foot walk¬ 
ing away from the farm with two 


dogs on leads. 

“Someone must know what has 
happened. The dogs’ care and welfare 
is a major concern and we urge any¬ 
one who knows where they are to let 
us know so they can be returned to 


their owner.”

Community to have say on wind farm 


THE owners of what will be the 
world’s largest wind farm are invit¬ 
ing residents to an information ses¬ 
sion in Ramsgate. 

The £2.2 billion construction of 
phase one of the London Array wind 
farm is due to commence at the end 
of February, situated in the Thames 
Estuary 20km off the Thanet coast. 

Once completed in December 2012, 
175 turbines will be capable of gener¬ 
ating 630MW of power - the Thanet 
offshore wind farm, currently the 
world’s largest, by contrast only gen¬ 
erates 300MW from 100 turbines. 

The second phase would increase 
that capacity to 1,000MW, enough to 
supply renewable energy to all the

homes in Kent, but its consent is sub¬ 
ject to the results of bird studies. 

London Array representatives, 
whose operations centre is based in 
Ramsgate, will meet with the com¬ 
munity between 5pm and 8pm on 
Tuesday, January 25, at the Royal 
Temple Yacht Club. 

Matt Britton, commercial and oper¬ 
ations manager, said: “This is a great 
opportunity for local people to find 
out more about what will be happen¬ 
ing offshore over the course of 2011.

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Young volunteers 
needed to give 
disabled support 


A PILOT project is looking for vol¬ 
unteers to buddy teenagers with 
disabilities living in Thanet. 

The Be Our Buddy scheme was launched 
in September 2010 by the Voluntary Action 
Within Kent charity. 

Funded by Kent County Council, the proj¬ 
ect trains and supports volunteers to help a 
disabled youth, between 9 and 18 years old, 
building up their confidence. 

With a buddy’s support, the often shy 
youngsters can visit youth clubs or simply 
buy a ticket for the bus, something they 
might never have tried on their own. 

Matthew Gough, programme coordinator, 
said: “The activities depend on the needs of 
the young person.” 

So far the scheme has matched five pairs of 
buddies, with another 22 volunteers in train¬ 
ing, but Mr Gough is hoping to encourage 
more people to get involved. 

He said: “ I have been struggling to recruit 
volunteers to make the project happen.” 

Volunteers must be 16 or over and are 
asked to commit to a minimum of four hours 
a fortnight, for six months. 

Mr Gough said: “For the volunteers it’s not 
just a buzz from helping, it’s also mentoring 
and learning.”

Ruchira Sachdeva and Rachel Nesbit, 16- 
year-old sixth form students at Clarendon 
House grammar school, were matched with 
their young mentees in November. 

Ruchira said: “It’s been really fun, we’ve 
been out to the youth club and making things 
like bracelets together, as well as talking 
about family and friends. 

“It’s a positive experience for me as well; 
I’m learning how to interact with people with 
disabilities and building my knowledge of 
autism and other disabilities, which I hope 
will be good experience for studying medicine 
at university.” 

Buddies are referenced, CRB-checked and 
must complete four two-hour modules of 
training, covering confidentiality, safeguard¬ 
ing and disability awareness. 

Ruchira said: “We’re only 16 and it’s not 
easy taking on the responsibility.” 

Young people with disabilities who are 
interested in the scheme will be visited by 
Mr Gough to discuss their needs and assess 
whether their disability is suitable for the 
voluntary scheme.

funding next year, so in the absence of any 

specific request, we did what we could. 

“I think we’re doing quite a lot within our 
limited budget; we’re spending at least 
£30,000 on decorative lighting, we’re fulfill¬ 
ing our commitment to cut allotment waiting 
lists and I think we’re taking our responsibil¬ 
ities to Ramsgate seriously.” 

Cllr O’Donnell, however, questioned the 
ambition of the council. 

He said: “I think they have agreed between 
them to spend no money. Only £68,500 has 
been committed to events and improvements 
to the town, the remainder is going on self 
administration. 

“I want to say to the people of Ramsgate 
they need to push their town council. They’re 
saying look how prudent we’ve been; we’ve 


hardly spent any money. I see a lack of imag¬ 
ination and a determination to keep the 
budget at a low level.” 

The remaining £214,000 is to be spent on 
administration, rent for the Customs House 
office, staff wages and other civic duties, 
including £6,500 for a visitor information 
centre. 

Cllr Green said: “Through trimming 
administrative costs, we’ve kept the budget 
about the same. 

“However we’ve been asked by our auditors 
to keep some money in reserve, and that 
accounts for the increase we’ve asked for this 
year. 

“Some money is spent on upkeep of rent 
and staff costs, but we’re keeping the money 
for the things that people can see; events, 
allotments and lighting.” 


Celebrating exam success

Principal Andy Somers 
said: 'We are 37th out of the 200 most 
improved schools nationwide, and that is a 
real achievement. This is especially satisfying 
as it reflects our results over four years. 

“This achievement once again highlights 
what we really believe at Hartsdown - it is the

people that make a good school so successful.” 

The school is also celebrating the results of 
its November GCSEs, with some students tak¬ 
ing the exams a year and a half early, and 10 
per cent more achieving both maths and 
English pass grades than last year. 

Mr Somers said: “Our approach to the 
National Challenge is clearly paying divi¬ 
dends. We believe that if students are at the 
right stage to take these exams they should, 
regardless of their age. 

“This is a very good start to a highly promis¬ 
ing new year.”

A When did you first become interested in the First World 
lijwar and military history? 

father and all my uncles were in the 
forces in WWII and I was brought up hear¬ 
ing stories from the war. I acquired my first 
military item when I was about seven years 
old. I swapped a Mars bar for a brass Spitfire 
that a school friend’s father had made in the 
RAF. I’ve still got it. I became very interested 
in the First World War after visiting the 
Somme in the mid 1980s and was amazed by 
what I saw. I then started researching my two 
grandfathers’ part in the Great War. 

Q What inspired you to set up Still in the Trenches in 
Folkestone? 

A I had done a little spare time trading in 
militaria and felt that Kent needed a five- 
day-a-week military history shop where peo¬ 
ple could buy interesting and genuine items at 
reasonable prices. 

Many military collectors’ shops have closed 
as the internet has grown, but I saw a need for 
people to be able to see and touch things before 
they buy them. In collecting, condition is very 
important and many people are often disap- 


Q 


Tell us about the flag you recently discovered. 


A I bought the flag from a local collector who 
had acquired it 12-15 years ago. It was 
made by a French woman in Calais during 
1944 to welcome the liberating troops. It’s 
made mainly from parachute silk, plus what 
looks like the gold edging from a tablecloth. It 
is quite crudely made. I am investigating a 
couple of leads on the French woman, but it’s 
early days yet. 

Q What are the favourite items in your collection and 
why? 

A I do like military paperwork, such as the 
documents a soldier would have had in his 
service from recruitment to discharge. I have 
those papers for my father and one of my 
grandfathers and it is far more human than 
the metalwork and hardware of war. I’ve also 
got a lot of Home Guard training manuals and 
papers. I think the Home Guard was amazing. 

A What kind of items would typically be considered of his- 
toric military significance? 

A There are many iconic items that come 
from the two world wars. The Lee Enfield 
rifle was probably the finest service rifle ever 


and has become a classic. It had a British serv¬ 
ice life of 60 years and is still going strong in 
India. Similarly the Mills grenade, which was 
designed in 1915, modified in 1917 and then 
remained in service for another 55 years com¬ 
pletely unchanged. I also think First World 
War medals are potent symbols of the terrible 
experiences soldiers had of trench warfare. 

A What do you think of the social and cultural life of the 
Harea? 

My wife and I moved to Ashford from south 
east London four years ago and wished we 
had done it earlier. The quality of life here is 
far better, with the superb countryside and 
coastline. There seem to be many more people 
actively trying to make Kent a better place. 

Q How can people find out more about you and Still in the 
Trenches? 

A They can learn a lot from the website but 
also I'd like them to come to the shop in the 
Old High Street, Folkestone. I like to chat with 
my customers and have had some incredible 
people in the shop - D-Day veterans, serving 
soldiers, Blitz survivors, and VI witnesses. 
Recently a marvellous lady who was in the 
French resistance visited the shop.

A highlight was meeting Maasai warriors 
on a beach and bartering for clothes and other 
goods. The pair have resolved to share their 
experiences of living without material goods, 
starting with holding assemblies for fellow 
students. 

Dan said: “The adults and children we met 
are so happy with so little. They smile all the 
time and they will do everything they can to 
help you. They have virtually nothing and yet 
they will share that with you. We have every¬ 
thing by comparison and yet find it hard to 


share at all. The way they approach life just 
blew my mind.” 

David added: “They value family, their faith 
and education. I soon became aware how 
materialistic our lives are - the people we met 
and the families we visited wasted nothing, 
whereas we waste so much all the time.” 


The students spent months raising money 
for the trip, holding football tournaments, gigs 
and non-uniform days. JIM International 
organises teams of volunteers to provide med¬ 
ical assistance, food and education to some of 
the poorest countries in the world, including 
Sudan, Vietnam and the Philippines.

BUDDY - THE BUDDY HOLLY STORY 

Tuesday, February 1, to Saturday, February 5 
Orchard Theatre, Dartford. 

THE world’s most successful rock 
‘n’ roll musical has had audiences 
rocking in the aisles for decades, 
and it’s back in Kent soon. 

Buddy - The Buddy Holly Story will come to 
the Orchard Theatre in Dartford next month, 
52 years after the legend’s passing and “the 
day the music died”. 

That famous phrase was coined by Don 
McLean, in the song American Pie’. 

Holly died in a plane crash, but his legacy 
was already cemented. 

That fateful day will forever be ingrained on 
the memory of Maria Elena, widow of Charles 
Hardin ‘Buddy’ Holley (the ‘e’ was dropped 
after his name was misspelled on a recording 
contract). 

Each year she commemorates the passing of 
her husband, who was just 22 when he died, in 
the same way. 

“I pray for Buddy, like I do every night,” she 
begins. “I light a candle, I buy flowers, and stay 
home. I just remember him as he was when I 
met him.” 

The couple had been married less than six 
months when the small plane carrying Buddy, 
17-year-old Ritchie Valens, J.P ‘the Big 
Bopper’ Richardson, 28, and pilot Roger 
Peterson, 21, plummeted from the night sky 
into a frozen Iowa cornfield. 

Though the 50 years that have passed have 
dulled some of the pain, the shattering impact 
of the accident still remains with Maria Elena. 

“When Buddy died it was so sudden,” she 
reflects. “Those kinds of deaths are very, very 
difficult to deal with because you don’t have 
the chance to say goodbye.” 

The circumstances surrounding Buddy’s 
inclusion on the Winter Dance Party Tour of 
1959 only add to the sense of tragedy. 

“He left home against my will, I was preg¬ 
nant,” she says. “He said ‘it will be a short tour 
-1 just can’t continue without getting my own 
money to do what we’re planning to do.’ We 
had plans to open record companies and our 
own publishing company, and Buddy also 
wanted to develop new artists, even at that 
time.” 

To commemorate this special occasion, the 
smash-hit West End musical Buddy - The 
Buddy Holly Story will be rocking The 
Orchard, Dartford, with a performance on the 
anniversary of Buddy’s death, proving that the 
music, like Buddy’s legacy, lives on. 

Maria Elena Santiago was 25 when she and 
Buddy married in August 1958, less than two 
months after they first met. 

Folklore has it that Maria Elena had a pre¬ 
monition about the crash before he left for the 
tour. 

“Absolutely, as a matter of fact we were both 
dreaming,” she confirms. 


“Buddy had a dream about leaving me on 
top of a building and I dreamed about a comet, 
this great ball of fire coming down. It came 
past me and made a hole in the ground. I could 
see the fire coming out of that hole. 

“The day after (Buddy) was leaving and I 
was packing for both of us, but he said ‘I told 
you, I can’t bring you with me, you’re preg¬ 
nant.’ 

Having discovered news of the crash on tel¬ 


evision, Maria Elena says she fell into a “cata¬ 
tonic state”, unable to digest what had hap¬ 
pened. She miscarried soon after. 

The show has been a worldwide smash, and 
recalls the heyday of the legendary Holly.

FEW modern actresses embody 
working-class pluck and ballsiness 
on screen as compellingly as Hilary 
Swank. 

She collected her first Oscar in 2000 for her 
scintillating portrayal of murdered 
transgender teenager Brandon Teena in Boys 
Don’t Cry. 

Five years later, Swank was back at the 
podium for her revelatory performance as a 
gutsy boxer in Clint Eastwood’s tear-jerker, 
Million Dollar Baby. 

She famously celebrated that victory by 
tucking into a hamburger and tries at a fast 
food restaurant with her coveted golden 
statuette resting on the table next to the 
napkins and condiments. 

Now, the Oscar-winning actress gets 
beneath the skin of another crusading real-life 
heroine in Conviction. 

Inspired by the story of a sister’s unwavering 
devotion to her jailbird brother, Tony 
Goldwyn’s film condenses an extraordinary 
18-year quest for justice into a lean 107- 
minute courtroom thriller that confirms one 
(wo)man can make a difference. 

Betty Anne Waters (Swank) is a wife and 
mother of two in Massachusetts, who has 
always defended her troublemaker older 
brother, Kenny (Sam Rockwell). 

In 1980, Kenny is questioned about the 
murder of diner waitress Katharina Brow, but 
he is released, to the chagrin of local cop 
Nancy Taylor (Melissa Leo). 

Two years later, ex-girlfriends Roseanna 
Perry (Juliette Lewis) and Brenda Marsh 
(Clea DuVall) testify against Kenny and seal a 
murder conviction, resulting in a life sentence 
without parole. 

Betty refuses to accept the verdict and puts 
herself through college and law school in order 
to prove her brother’s innocence. 

Her marriage implodes, and she is left to 



raise their two sons, Richard (Conor Donovan) 
and Ben (Owen Campbell). 

Aided by law school pal Abra Rice (Minnie 
Driver), Betty brings the case to the attention 
of attorney Barry Scheck (Peter Gallagher), 
from the Innocence Project, a non-profit 
organisation set up to help wrongly-convicted 
people overturn their sentences. 

Conviction is a remarkable true story that 
provides Swank with a meaty central role that 
wrings tears and fury in equal measure. 

The actress doesn’t strike a false emotional 
note and she gels convincingly with Rockwell 
as the hot-headed prisoner, who seems 
worryingly capable of the brutal crime. 


Driver is a spunky sidekick, generating 
some much needed flashes of comic relief amid 
all of the legal wrangling: “I hate the damn 
legal system. It’s so inconvenient!” 

Screenwriter Pamela Gray stacks the odds 
heavily against Betty and Abra, so their 
valiant efforts leave us cheering in the aisles 
when it seems they might finally have 
discovered a flaw in the prosecution’s case. 

The seriousness of Kenny’s situation is 
brought home when one character coldly 
observes: “If Massachusetts had the death 
penalty, he’d be dead by now.” 

On one point at least, the law worked in his 
favour.

Mitsubishi gives green 
light with Colt Cleartec 


ONCE better known for big 4x4s and 
pick-ups, Mitsubishi is reinventing 
itself as a greener champion. 

The most obvious sign is an electric city car, 
the MiEV that has just gone on sale along with 
clones sold by Peugeot and Citroen. 

But the Japanese brand’s transformation began 
earlier with the petrol-powered iCar - which 
donated its platform to the MiEV - and the low- 
emission, fuel-sipping Cleartec (from £10,099) 
version of its under-rated Colt supermini. 

While most carmakers tinker with more 
expensive diesel engines to improve emissions 
and economy, Mitsubishi is making more of petrol 
engines, which are lighter and cheaper to fUel. 

Admittedly, the Cleartec’s Auto Stop & Go 
system can seem crude compared to rivals, 
but saves up to 30 per cent of emissions as well 
as improving economy by stopping and then 
restarting automatically when the car is stuck 
in traffic or at lights. 

The Cleartec is cheap to buy and run too 
and a midlife makeover boosted the Colt 
range appeal; it gained the smart ‘jet fighter’ 
nose from the Mitsubishi Lancer, while still 
allowing choice between a sporty three-door

or a more upright five-door mini-MPV. 

The latter in 94bhp 1.3 CZ2 Cleartec form is 
our test car and looks great value at £10,599. 

In addition to keen pricing and Auto Stop & 
Go savings, you also gain economy and reduced 
emissions from low rolling resistance tyres, a 
higher top gear, improved alternator and lower 
viscosity oil. 

These add up to just 119g/km of C02 
emissions or the lowest payable road tax band 
(£30/year) and average mpg in the mid-50s for 
the Cleartec. 

You don’t feel compromised by the eco 
features either; the Cleartec accelerates faster 
than its conventional sister model, no doubt 
helped by the narrower and harder tyres, and 
the car handles tidily on a windy road. 

Mind you, acting the fool in this eco-friendly 
car exposes the Colt’s slightly jittery ride, but 
this is a rare complaint. The car is more refined 
and quieter than before too, after intensive 
sound absorption work. 

The revamp has cost some versatility after 
replacement of the folding/removable rear 
seats by a conventional fixed/fold flat 
arrangement, but this delivers more boot space 
without compromising head and leg room.

Winter brings call to 
go online to cut bills 

HOMEOWNERS using online energy 
plans are paying £140 a year less on 
average for heating and hot water and 
£229 less on total bills than customers 
on standard tariffs, according to new 
research by uSwitch.com 

The news comes as UK families face 
higher energy prices and one of the cold¬ 
est winters in a century, with each cold 
snap adding about £7 a week on to fuel 
bills. 

However, while the typical household 
now faces an annual energy bill of 
£1,239 a year - up 3.8 per cent from 
September 2010 - online customers are 
typically paying £229 a year less for 
their total energy bills. 

Tom Lyon, energy expert at 
uSwitch.com, said: “When winter fuel 
bills start to hit doormats consumers 
could be in for a nasty shock. They will 
be facing the combined impact of winter 
price rises along with a potential £7 a 
week additional cost caused by severe 
cold weather. 

“The concern is that many will react by 
cutting down on heating and hot water, 
whereas they could cut the cost of these 
essentials by £140 a year by moving 
online.” 

Mr Lyon added that online energy 
plans are “consistently the most compet¬ 
itive” on the market. 

Owners 'improving 
homes for the future' 

DIY HOME improvements among 
Britain’s property owners are fast 
approaching an all-time high, one expert 
has said. 

Anna-Marie DeSouza, editor of Build 
It Magazine, said new DIY books, TV 
shows and celebrities had helped make 
renovations and interior design more 
fashionable and accessible. 

“Now more than ever before, people 
are enjoying spending their time and 
money improving their home,” she said. 

Meanwhile, a recent HSBC survey 
revealed that Brits are now more likely 
to ‘make do and mend’ than they were 12 
months ago. 

According to the research, 50 per cent 
of homeowners would seek a repair esti¬ 
mate on a broken household appliance, 
rather than splashing out on a replace¬ 
ment. 

Ms DeSouza added that UK house¬ 
holds are currently “investing in their 
homes” in an effort to “future-proof’ 
their property for years to come. 
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Buyers' confidence low 
as uncertainty continues

A SURVEY of 5,287 homeowners 
by online property website 
Zoopla.co.uk has revealed housing 
market confidence is at a two-year 
low. 

Despite this, more than half - 54 per cent - 
of those questioned said they expect house 
prices to rise over the first six months of 2011. 

But this is down from the 81 per cent report¬ 
ed this time last year. 

The website’s housing market sentiment 
survey found that the number of homeowners 
who expect property prices to fall over the six- 
month period is currently at one in three, up 
from one in four last quarter. 

Meanwhile, those surveyed expect house 
prices to grow by 1.9 per cent over the six- 
month period, down from an expected three 
per cent rise three months ago. 

Many experts have predicted that the hous¬ 
ing market will remain subdued in 2011, due 
to uncertainty surrounding the economy and 
the ongoing mortgage rationing by lenders. 

The recent weather has also been bad news 
for the market. 

December’s heavy snowfall had a negative 
impact on many companies and housebuilder 
Persimmon was no exception. 

The housebuilder, which is the UK’s second 
largest by market value, said sales activity fell 
by 50 per cent in December, but said it had 
seen an encouraging start to the year. 

The company reported a considerable 
increase in underlying profits for 2010, after 
turnover rose by 10 per cent to £1.57 billion. 

Furthermore, completions were up to 9,384 
in 2010 - compared with 8,976 the previous 
year. 

Commenting, the company said: “It is too 
early in the New Year to assess the likely out¬ 
come of the forthcoming spring sales season. 

“However, we believe that prospective pur¬ 
chasers who may have postponed visits to our 


developments due to the harsh weather condi¬ 
tions prior to the year-end, will return during 
the coming weeks.” 

In related news, the Halifax revealed UK 
house prices fell by 1.3 per cent last month 
compared with November. 


The latest house price fall takes the average 
cost of a UK home to £162,435, the Halifax 
said. 

According to the lender, which is part of the 
Lloyds Banking Group, house prices are now 
1.6 per cent lower than a year ago. 


Parents can borrow to help kids move out 


HOUSEBUILDER Barratt is aiming to help 
kick-start the housing market by launching a 
scheme that allows parents to borrow money 
to get their children on to the property ladder. 

The initiative with Hitachi Capital (UK) 
PLC is designed to tackle the problems faced 
by young people who cannot secure mortgages 
without massive deposits. 

The company announced the planned 
scheme in a trading update that showed its 


average selling prices jumped by about six per 
cent to around £176,000 from July to 
December last year. 

It completed 4,832 sales, down from 5,053 in 
the same period a year earlier, with almost 
three in 10 sales using shared equity schemes 
such as the Government’s HomeBuy Direct 
initiative. 

Barratt expects sales to be about £875m for 
the six months, slightly up on last year’s 


£872.4m, but its operating margin has dou¬ 
bled to five per cent. 

Chief executive Mark Clare said: “The group 
has delivered a significant improvement in 
both average selling prices and operating mar¬ 
gin, even though sales volumes have been 
affected by difficult trading conditions. 

“We are on course to make further progress 
as we open new higher margin sites and con¬ 
tinue to be value and quality-focused.”

LET’S get real. The internet is 
fantastic. It means we’re all 
connected; at least that’s the 
theory. 

For example: Did you know YouTube now 
has more viewers than regular television? 

So - in theory - that means we can all have 
the benefits of TV advertising at virtually no 
cost. Website home pages without video are so 
20th century. 

All we have to do is shoot a short video, 
upload it to YouTube and we’re away: right? 

Well, not quite. While it’s true that search 
engines love video and that Google and 
YouTube are the most powerful search engines, 
but the internet is just another medium. 

In the same way you can buy advertising 
space in print, radio or TV and run a terrible 
advert that achieves nothing, so can you create 
a terrible video, put it up on YouTube and your 
website and lose customers or still have people 
visit your site and ignore you. 

But what if there was a way to create a 
captivating, compelling video that got viewers 
really interested in you and your products or 
services because it was you there ‘in person’, 
winning over your audience? 

Let me ask you a question: Would it be useful 
to know what it is about you that makes 
people warm to you; want to do business with 
you; remember you and talk about you to 
others in glowing terms? You bet it would. And 
if you’re an avid networker, chances are you 
already know some of that already. 

When commercial radio came to Kent in 
1984, my company was out there writing and 
making the commercials. I clearly remember 
just how excited business owners in Kent were

about this new medium for advertising. But the 
same problem existed then as exists now: without 
great ads, your campaign just wouldn’t attract 
the attention of your audience. 

The problem at that time was the quality of the 
ads. No one in the county had any experience of 
commercial radio, so we all had to learn from 
scratch. And whilst initial curiosity got people 
tuning in, if what they heard wasn’t interesting, 
people would switch off. So one way of solving the 
problem then was by creating ads that got 
noticed, which is precisely what our company did. 

What will work today if we want to advertise on 
YouTube? Well, virtually the same thing, 
although now, we are a much more sophisticated 
audience. We all speak media-ese. We see with 
our media-eyes and listen with our media-ears. 

So we will have to raise our game if we are to 
win new audiences and new customers. 

Selling 

We need to be even more understanding of the 
psychology of selling, the why of how to influence 
and persuade. We need to learn and understand 
the difference between interruption marketing 
and permission marketing and integrate the two. 

The good news is that we now agree people buy 
from people, so we can forget hard sell. It’s more 
about permission marketing, which means more 
gradually building up the trust, credibility, value 
and desirability of our service or products. And 
the best way to do that is to sell ourselves first. 

After all, you only have to look at Richard 
Branson to realise that if the person behind the 
business is well-known, liked and trusted, selling 
the products becomes so much easier, even when 
- if you consider what Branson does - you change 
your business from music to airlines, or from 
mobile phones to credit cards. Your personality 
branding is the thing people remember and feel 
warm and friendly towards. 

The same applies online. The growing number 


of small business owners who have a great online 
presence, many of whom are working from home 
and combining family life with their online 
business, means it has to be a crucial opportunity 
for anyone wanting to grow their business. 

So, if you have the urge to promote yourself as 
‘the face of your business’, here’s a quick check list 
of the top three fatal mistakes to avoid: 

The biggest single mistake I see businesses 
making online is to buy the most effective search 
engine optimisation or Google Ad Words before 
optimising the landing content. Whether the 
content your visitors land on is text, pictures, 
audio or video, it must be compelling. You’ve got 
just three seconds to stop them in their tracks or 
you’ve lost them and wasted the money you’ve 
spent on getting them to look at you. 

It’s a big mistake to be anonymous. My advice is 
for your name, and your picture, but ideally, your 
video to be there on your home page. 

And when you send out ‘company’ emails, make 
sure they’re from you, even if you’re part of a 
larger firm, because it’s you that I have a personal 
relationship with, not the company. 

Consider this: you search for an osteopath and 
you browse two different sites as a result of your 
Google search. One site has Larry on video 
welcoming you in a friendly manner, sounding 
experienced, looking professional, and offering 
what looks like a great service in nice 
surroundings. The other site has just text; no 
picture; no video. Which are you more likely to 
choose? 

Mistake number three is to create a website 
that tries to sell your product or service (with the 
exception of online retailers, like Amazon, etc.). If 
you consider that what you sell is a personal 
service, then sell the value of an on-going 
relationship with you and nothing else. In Seth 
Godin’s Permission Marketing (the bible for 
internet marketing) the single most important 
sentence he writes is: ‘Your website should be 100 


per cent focused on signing up strangers 
to give you permission to market to 
them.”

If a customer buys a substandard product 
from a business hallway around the world, 
they can be sure that the company doesn’t 
genuinely care about whether it meets their 
needs, although they may follow good busi¬ 
ness practices and take responsibility for its 
malfunction. 

But if shoppers buy something from their 
neighbour they’re more likely to be account¬ 
able because they are in regular contact. 

Also word gets around - if someone is 


unhappy with a purchase they are sure to tell 
friends. So stores have to keep standards up 
to stop business falling off. 

By using local products, people contribute 
to building local economies. 

Money spent at a chain store means the 
profit from that transaction goes to a compa¬ 
ny at some distant location. 

But when supporting local businesses, the 
proprietors are more likely to spend the 
money they make from purchase at another 
local business. In this way our money 
remains within our communities, building a 
an economy that enriches everyone involved. 

Shoppers buying from stores which in turn 
bring in goods from local manufacturers, pro¬ 
ducers or farmers means everyone benefits. 

By using using local businesses the envi¬ 
ronment is helped as well. 

Products that have been produced at dis¬ 
tant locations need to be transported to 
stores. The environmental cost of all this 
shipping and trucking adds up. This is partic¬ 
ularly true with fruits and vegetables, which, 
on average, are grown 1,500 miles from the 
supermarkets that sell them.

In order to store food for extended periods 
of time and ship it to distant places, manufac¬ 
turers need to pump it full of chemicals in 
order to extend its shelf life. 

This is not the case when food produced by 
local businesses is purchased.

THE technological revolution that has 
changed the world in recent years has been so 
all-embracing that it is easy to forget there are 
those for whom logging on, downloading and 
Googling are not second nature.

Gil Elvgren (1914-80) was a classical 
American illustrator. While his career encom¬ 
passed many different fields of commercial 
art his fame is undoubtedly due to a series of 
pin-ups he painted over a period of 30 years 
for Brown and Bigelow, calendar publishers 
of St Paul, Minnesota. 

Alphonse Maria Mucha (1860-1939) is most 
often remembered for the role he played in 
shaping the aesthetics of French Art Nouveau. 

Bom in Lima, Pem, in 1941 Boris Vallejo 
attended the National School of Fine Arts in 
his native country before emigrating to the 
USA in 1964. He has since done a great vol¬ 
ume of work for the fantasy field. 

While more and more artists are trying 
their hand at the profession Sooze cautions 
it’s not an easily transferable skill. 

“You can have an excellent artist but their 
skills aren’t always translated onto the skin 
- it’s a very different canvas.” 

Sooze says anyone considering a tattoo 
should do their homework before rushing in. 
“Look at the tattooist’s work and check out 
their reputation. Make sure they’ve been 
trained under proper supervision. 

‘You must also make sure they have all the 
correct health and safety requirements in 
place, including health and hygiene, sterilisa¬ 
tion and the correct equipment.”

Nick Ames takes a look at 
how people are turning their backs 
on supermarket food to sample the 
best the county has to offer 

IN THE modem age of preserva¬ 
tives and additives, genetically 
modified crops and health scares, 
people are increasingly concerned 
about the quality and cleanliness 
of the food they eat. 

Given the near impossibility of identifying 
the pesticides used and the route taken to 
grow and transport your food to a UK super¬ 
market, foods grown locally make a lot of 
sense for those who want more control over 
what they put into their bodies. 

These include locally caught fish, meat

reared on Kent farms and fruit and veg 
grown in the Garden of England. 

Acres of orchards and fields are one of the 
first things visitors to the county notice, while 
the many oast houses bear testament to a 
fine tradition of brewing. 

Kent’s beer is renowned across the world - 
hops are even exported to specialist brew¬ 
eries in the United States - and the county 
makes some of the country’s best wines and 
ciders, too.

can instead “select, grow and harvest crops to 
ensure peak qualities of freshness, nutrition 
and taste”. 

Eating local also means eating seasonally, 
he adds, a practice much in tune with moth¬ 
er nature - as well as giving consumers 
something to look forward to as fruits and 
vegetables come into season and can be 
enjoyed fresh. 

Local food is often safer, too, according to 
agricultural researchers who discovered 
that, even when it’s not organic, small farms 
tend to be less aggressive than large factory 
farms, dousing products with chemicals. 

Small farms are also more likely to grow 
more variety, according to the research, pro¬ 
tecting biodiversity and preserving a wider 
agricultural gene pool, an important factor in 
long-term food security. 

So in the aptly named Garden of England, 
customers can tuck in to seasonal, traceable, 
high-quality fare: seafood from Dover sole to 
Whitstable oysters, Romney Marsh lamb, 
along with apples, pears, plums and more. 

Tours and tastings can be enjoyed at vine¬ 
yards such as Chapel Down in Tenterden, 
and Lamberhurst Vineyards, or the one at 
Biddenden, where cider is also produced. 

Tours are also arranged at the Shepherd 
Neame brewery in Faversham, where visi¬ 
tors can find out how Kentish hops are 
turned into pints. 

Sheps combines a heritage of 300 years 
with attention to modem environmental 
issues and claiming the title of Britain’s first 
“green” brewery. 

Some of its hops are harvested just a mile 
away and tastings are always available in 
the bar attached to the historic brewery.

PART of the attraction of a pint at ‘the local’ 
used to be a chat with ‘mine host’, inevitably 
someone who had seen life and could be relied 
on to tell a good tale or two.
